Spokesmen for public libraries met with Summit 
County’s State Senators and Representatives . . . and 
explained what Ohio Senate Bill 263 would do to 
library programs. It would wreck them. 

S.B. 263 was introduced at the suggestion of the 
Ohio Municipal League. The bill would give munici- 
palities a larger, and libraries a smaller, share of 
intangible property tax collections. The gain to 
municipalities, in relation to their total budgets, 
would be small. The loss to libraries would be 
staggering. ... 

Besides reducing libraries’ operating funds, S.B. 
263 would prohibit the spending of any intangible 
property tax money on buildings . . . would make 
the establishment of branch libraries next to im- 
possible. . . . Voters are unlikely to vote for bonds 
to build a branch which serves only a part of a 
city. Most cities . . . have reached the point where 
their greatest need is branch libraries. . . .
